To Take 


Poll With 


Census 


A more complete survey of 
the feeling of the town with 
regard to central business dis- 
trict planning may result from 
combining a survey with the 
state census taking which is 
scheduled for March. 

The selectmen have approved 
having the poll taken along with 
the census on the suggestion of 
Town Clerk Elden R. Salter, 
and after town counsel had rul- 
ed that placing of a question on 
the ballot for the town election 
would be illegal. 

When the matter of central 
business district planning was 
first discussed by the selectmen 
and planning board last fall, it 
was agreed by both boards, that 
a sense of the town should be 
sought, and preferably through 
an advisory question at the end 
of the town election ballot in 
March. 

Assistant Town Counsel 
Fredric S$. O'Brien has ruled, 
however, that it would be il- 
legal to place such a question on 
the ballot, and the selectmen 
have been toying with the idea 
of providing a seperate sheet 
and depository for the voters on 
election day. 

This week, Town Clerk Salter 

explained that the state had 
ordered that a second census 
must be taken and suggested 
the residents be polled at that 
lime on the matter. 
The second census is mandated 
by Secretary of State Paul Guz- 
zi. The current street listing 
work being done by the town 
can not be used for state pur- 
poses, Town Clerk Salter ex- 
plained, thus the return trip.

second taking of the census 
which will be done by a com- 
bination of personal visits to the 
households, as well as mailing. 

The selectmen, in making the 
decision to go the census route, 


noted that the response to such 
a survey may be better than if 
done by ballot at the town elec- 
tion. 


Generally there is about a 35 
per cent turnout of voters for 
the town election, thus, it is 
felt, the direct polling will offer 
a wider and more accurate 
representation. 
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Just what the question will be 
which will be submitted to the 
townspeople is still undeter- 
mined. 

The selectmen and planning 
board have been working on the 
“refinement of the question,” 
for the past several weeks, 
making every effort to come up 
with wording which will 
provide officials with an ac- 
curate feeling of the town’s 
business zones. 

What is to be determined is, 
whether the residents feel An- 
dover should have the single 
downtown business district, as 
presently composed, or shculd 
provisions be made for other 
commiercial areas in the town. 

When such proposals have 
been presented to town meeting 
in the past, they have been re- 
jected. Even a planning board 
proposal to provide for the 
typical neighborhood store, of 
the ‘‘ma and pa’’ type was re- 
jected a few years ago. 

The planning board has 
retained a consultant for a 
study of the downtown area. In 
a joint meeting with the 
selectmen and planners, the 
consultant advised that An- 
dover has a good downtown 
area, but a determination 
should be made on what future 
direction is desirable. 

This initiated the thought for 
the polling of the general public 
on the matter.

Permit 


The U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency and the 
Massachusetts Division of Water 
Pollution Control announced 
today that they propose to issue a 
‘cleanup’ permit to the Town of 
Andover’s water supply treat- 
ment plant. 

Andover has applied for a per- 
mit to discharge wastewater 
from its drinking water purifica- 
tion facility to the Merrimack 
River. The permit is required by 
the Federal Water Pollution Con- 
trol Act Amendments of 1972, and 
issued jointly by EPA and the 
Commonwealth of. 
Massachusetts. 

The discharge consists of 210,- 
000 gallons a day of filter 
backwash. The proposed permit 
requires the facility to maintain 
the present quality and quantity 
of the discharge. 

The permit will expire on Oc- 
tober 1, 1979. 

John A.S. McGlennon, 
Regional EPA Administrator, 
said the permit conditions are 
designed to assure that state and 
federal water quality standards 
will be met. 

He emphasized that the deci- 
sion to issue the permit is ten- 
tative and that public comment is 
invited anytime before March 14, 
1975. Comments may be sent to 
EPA, Permits Branch, Room 
2109, JFK Federal Building, 
Boston, Ma. 02203. A public hear- 
ing will be held if there is signifi- 
cant public interest. Ss

Volunteers

8 Atkins Says 


Constitution Applies To Suburbs Too 


The Constitution can’t be 
divided between Boston and the 
suburbs, Thomas Atkins, presi- 
dent of the Boston N.A.A.C.P. 
told a public forum at Memorial 
Hall Library Tuesday night. 

“Some of us,” he said, ‘‘will 
be trying to stretch it all the 
way to 128 or even 495, maybe 
to Andover. That's what the 
future of desegregation holds.”’ 

Invited to speak on the occa- 
sion of Black History Week, 
Atkins had earlier told the 
group that school racial 
problems in Boston today 
“arent a question of busing, 
but of law.” 

On the last day of school last 
spring, Atkins said, the judge 
found the Boston school com- 
mittee had been maintaining a 
dual school system, in violation 
of the 14th Amendment of the 
Constitution, and ordered that 
they remedy the situation. 

For the most part, he said, 
busing was the only technique 
available. 

“So we have the law and we

ubey it, he went on. ‘'It will be 
at a high cost to some, unfor- 
tunately many of them 
children. But that’s not un- 
usual. Children often pay for 
their parents’ sins of commis- 
sion - - or omission.”’ 

The principal problem Boston 
faces, he went on, is simply 
“racism.” 

“Forty-three per cent of all 
school children in the U.S. ride 
buses,” he said. ‘‘Some do in 
Andover. It’s not the buses they 
object to, but what's on them or 
what's at the other end.”’ 

Atkins, -an (N.A.AVC.P. 
veteran who holds a doctorate 
in law, served on the Boston 
City Council, in Governor Fran- 
cis Sargent’s cabinet, and ran 
for mayor, says that of 90,000 
Boston school children, at least 
10 per cent have fled the city. 

So much of Boston today is 
made by external forces, Atkins 
said. The majority of people in 
Boston between 7 a.m. and 7 
p.m., Monday to Saturday, live 
vulside Boston. Close to 60 per

cent of the jobs in the city are 
held by non-residents. 

About 97 per cent of suburban 
communities have decided that 
their doors should be closed, 
alter they get in, Atkins went 
on, adding that recent arrivals 
are the most adamant about 
making sure that’s done. 


So, he said, there are becom- 
ing more and more exclusive 
communities, and more and 
more zoning requirements. Not 
only can minorities not afford 
to live there, but the people who 
work in the towns, such as 
teachers, can't either. 

Two tactors will change all 
this, he said: old age and the 
law. The young can't afford to 
buy in those exclusive com- 
munities, he said, and the older 
ones will eventually die off. The 
other possibility, he said, is a 
challenge of the law. 

In many ways, Atkins said, 
Boston is now the ‘‘center 
piece in the nation for the civil 
rights movement. Ten years 
ago, he said, we would have 
laughed at the notion, largely 
because of Boston's long 
history of dealing with in- 


justices. 


So it was all the more shock- 
ing when it erupted in racial 
vivlence in a scale equal to 
parts of the South in the ‘60's. 

“I worked in Mississippi 
then,” he went on, ‘‘and the 
hatred I saw in Boston exceeds 
that in Mississippi.” 

As important as what we're 
dving in Boston is,” he said, 
“it's important for the rest of 
the country as well. If we back 
up, hard fought justice in other 
parts of the country will 
become unravelled.”’ 

Atkins said he heard recently 
trom an N.A.A.C.P. counter- 
part in Denver that they were 
doing well until Boston acted 
up. Now things are slipping a 
bit. 

“So Boston is going forward

all the way to complete 
desegration, he went on. 

in September, he said, at 
least 200 of 204 Boston schools 
will be desegrated. Of 5200 
teachers, 850 will be black, and 
more than 19 administrators 
will be black.

individuality in teaching - - so 


that different children might 
learn in different ways. 

Perhaps we went too far; 
perhaps not. In any case, we now 
ask our schools for more ‘‘ac- 
countability."’ We are more con- 
servative, stressing academic 
results. Our superintendent has 
given evidence that he is willing 
and able to change with the 
limes. 

We don't want to go too far in 
the other , direction, however. a 
Acadmic standards should not 
mean standardization. We don’t 
want all teaching and learning 
done in a mindless lockstep -. - 
with no flexibility to treat pupils 
and teachers as individuals. 

That would be reactionary, not 
conservative. It would return us 
to times and schools that are hap- 
pily gone forever. Conservatism 
conserves the valuable things - 
that progress has brought. | 

In last year's election we made 
a mistake. We thought we were 
gelling conservatives who would 
hold our gains, but limit innova- 
lion for a while. Instead, we got 
at least one reactionary who was 
new to the community - - whom 
we did not know and who didn’t 
know Andover's traditions. An- 
dover has always wanted schools 
that change with the times. But 
Andover has also valued both 
progress and conservatism.

In commenting on his new posi- 
Becker made _ these 
remarks about the denom&@nation 
and the church: 


I see as one of the prime roles 
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of this church to be the provision 
in the Greater Lawrence com- 
munity of an alternative to 
traditional religion. Although we 
have Christians in our congrega- 
tion, we are not a Christian 
church; although we have 
atheists and agnostics in our con- 
gregation, we are not an atheist 
or agnostic church. Rather, we 
define ourselves much more 
clearly by our joining in 
fellowship to question - - to ques- 
tion life, values, ourselves, and 
so much more. The Unitarian 
Universalist movement has no 
creed, provides no set answers, 


Rather, we cherish the ability 
and the responsibility of each and 
every individual to form the es- 
sential questions of life, and then, 
either independently or in 
fellowship, to seek out the many 
understandings that might point 
the way toward some personal 
understandings (not answers, but 
understandings). 

Our whole posture is based on 
this respect for the individual. 
We are a congregationally con- 
trolled church ... no heirarchy, no 
bishops, etc. We, as a church, 
cannot speak for our members. 
Only they can speak for 


themselves. I, as minister, serve 
as a prod, striving to encourage 


“people to be decisive about 


themselves, and expressive of 
their decisions. 

As well, we are devoted as a 
congregation to action, in- 
dividual action, beyond just 
words. We are more concerned 
with salvation from the problems 
of this world than with any eter- 
nal salvation. We are more con- 
cerned with service of humanity 
than mere lip service of any god. 
While we do seek a deep 
reverence for those things that 
express what is divine to each-of 
us, we see reverence as a star- 
ting point, not an end point.

Editorial Comment 


Good Omen 


There could be some light at the end of the tunnel, 
from where County government has operated for lo 
these many years. 

From time immemorial county government has been 
the subject of complaint and little action with regard to 
reform, change or even control. 

This year, however, things seem to be a little 
different and there could be some opportunity to move 
toward some modern day economics with resultant 
benefit to local taxpayers, in the area of county 
operations. 

A County Advisory Board was formed through 
legislative directive this past year, with duties to in- 
clude the overseeing of county operations and budgets. 

Meeting this past week and holding public hearings on 
the proposed county budget, the board came up with 
recommended cuts of in excess of $1 million in proposed 
county costs. 

The county commissioners now examine the 
recommendations and either accept or reject them. If 
accepted the work of the advisory group ends as far as 
this budget examination is concerned. 

If the suggestions are rejected, the board meets again 
and attaches a footnote to the proposal which will then 
be going to the state legislature. . 

While this sounds like so much exercise in frustration, 
if the board’s recommendations are thrown out, we look 
upon the effort as a good omen, regardless of what 
happens. 

The advisory board is made up of-elected and ap- 
pointed officials from communities throughout the 
Commonwealth. As responsible representatives, we 
trust they will make their views known to their con- 
stituents at home. This should produce a vital 
awareness of the problems faced by communities with 
regard to the cost of county government. 

There have been various groups examining county 
operations and urging reform in the past. These have 
generally been special groups either created by interest 
groups, or, in some cases, by the legislature. 

This new advisory group is obviously responsive and 
responsible, thus there would appear a closer observa- 
tion of the county operation, along with some hopeful 
reduction in cost. 


Joint Effort 


The selectmen and school committee, at a joint 
meeting last week, have made a further effort at com- 
bining some services to.the benefit of the community as 
a whole. 

Under consideration, and the purpose for which the 
joint session was called, is the use of a computer ser- 
vice by both school and municipal agencies. 

The idea of using such a facility seems warranted and 
also that such a service be utilized under the direction 
of one person seems advisable, in view of much of the 
community’s operations now being handled by com- 
puterized operations. 

The committee which undertook the study had 
recommended that the person in charge of computer 
operations report to both the selectmen and school com- 
mittee. 

On this point, the selectmen, in particular, objected, 
feeling that the responsible official should be the town 
manager in the case of the town operations, or the 
superintendent of schools in the case of educational 
programming. | 

This seems valid, since a full time administrator 
would be more responsive to the operation than either 
the selectmen or school committee who are essentially 
policy boards. 

In other areas of mutual concern, the town boards ex- 
amined such items as a central maintenance depart- 
ment for town properties, and continuing efforts to 
minimize any tax rate increase. 

As for a central maintenance operation, it would

Millions of dollars are invested in buildings and grounds 
in Andover, and there are now two separate ad- 
ministrators responsible for upkeep. 
In some cases there are overlapping responsibilities. 
A thorough examination of the possibility of unifying 


some of the services required for building and grounds 


maintenance, could well prove to be a move toward 
some economies in municipal government. 

As for the joint session itself, we applaud the effort to 
work together. The two groups initiated such action a 
year or so ago, with the idea of combining some efforts, 
such as purchasing and other areas where mutual needs 


could be served under a single office. 

Understandably some of the good thoughts fostered a 
year ago, fell victim to other directions, particularly in 
the area of the school committee. 

We trust that the two boards can see their way clear 
to continuing their joint efforts for the benefit of the 


town.

It makes no Sense 

Sometime ago an ac- 
complished member of An- 
dover’s real estate profession 
wrote to The Townsman stating a 
preference for town subsidy for 
railroad passenger service. 
However, it remains a puzzle 
why realtors fail to capitalize on 
the advantages to Andover’s tax 
rate because Andover has an 
adequate amount of self- 
supporting. transit; all. of it 
privately owned, widely utilized 
and not subsidized; by real estate 
taxes or otherwise. 

All homes are provided with 
highways tax free. It is certain 
that most home owners and 
prospective owners are unaware 
that for 1974, for instance, the 
cost of highways in Andover was 
less than $700,000. On the other 
hand, automobile excise taxes 
provided nearly $1,000,000. Ac- 
cordingly, after paying the entire 
costs of town roads, bus and auto 
transit generated another $300,- 
000 to pay that part of the costs of 
police work attributable to them. 
Incidentally,, all this money is 
but the smaller part of the taxes 
generated for government by bus 
and car. 

Directing attention to this 
valuable bonus which comes with 
owning a home in Andover, then 
comparing it with the ever in- 
creasing portions of real estate 
and other taxes eaten away in 
Buston suburbs ‘‘blessed’’ with 
subsidized transit seems to be a 
large plus being overlooked by 
realtors. 

Having two interstate 
highways, several state roads 
and ample cars, buses, taxi and 
airport shuttle transit, all paying 
intu Federal, state and local tax 
collectors more thzn they take 
oul, thus making our real estate 
taxes less, adds up to making no 
sense tv burden the town with a 
system unnecessary, unable to 
support itself and certain to in- 
crease in cost. 

In passing, more than a word of 
commendation is due to discer- 


ning bus man Trombly. It has - 


been reported that when there 
was no bus service and fewer 
aulus he saw the dependency of 
Andover ona single mode of tran- 
sit and one of limited utility; the 
train. So he set about freeing An- 
dover from this restrictive situa- 
tion.

We 
would like. to share our obser- 
vations with you. 


We have enjoyed watching our 
children learn fundamental skills 
while developing healthy at- 
litudes about themselves and 
their community. Their teachers 
are dedicated, very hard work- 
ing, and genuinely concerned 
about our Childrens’ well being. 
When discipline problems have 
occured they have been handled 
successfully by a cooperative ef- 
fort between child, parent and 
teacher. We don’t always agree 
with everything that is done, but 
we have learned from our 
teachers, and we hope they have 
learned from us. Our children 
have been helped at one time or 
another by administrators, 
custodians, bus drivers, other 
children, and other parents, all of 
whom work together every day. 


But our cooperative spirit is 
being strained by intense 
political activity within the 
school system. As more decisions 
are made on the basis of politics 
and personalities, the different 
segments of the community have 
become more defensive and 
isolated from one another. It is 
becoming increasingly difficult, 
if not impossible, to solve 
problems and_ resolve 
differences. If we continue, the 
result can only be a decline in 
both educational quality and 
fiscal responsibility.

Our 
selectmen and other boards con- 
tinue this tradition. They are able 
to resolve controversial issues 
without bitterness and hostility 
towards those who disagree with 
them.

Montessori School To Open 


By Linda S. Corbett 

The flours are sparkling and 
the materials stacked neatly on 
shining new furniture at the 
Montessori School of Andover. 

But- things will be just as neat 
trom the time some 16 pre- 
schoolers come to their first 
class eb. 24, until the end of the 
term, according to the new 
schvol’s teacher, Mrs. Gretchen 
Courage of Cambridge. 

Order is one of the basic con- 
cepts of the Montessori method, 
she says. In fact the classroom, 
in the first floor of (but not af- 
liliated with) St. Augustine's 
School. is even unrealistically 
orderly. 

k:verything has a special place 
so the child can find it easily, 
Mrs. Courage goes on. This gives 
him a feeling of self control, and 
also helps him develop an “‘inter- 
nal order.” 

Order and self-discipline, she 
says. help provide the freedom 
with which a child can develop 
himself to the fullest - another 
basic Montessori principle. 

kreedom exists in the 
Montessori school in many ways. 
A child isn’t assigned to a special 
seat or project, for instance. 


Here he will be free to choose his 


own work and take it to a table or 
rug as he chooses. He would even 
be free later on to have snacks 


whenever he wants, not just | 


when the teacher says so and

preparation of the environment 
and lessons. 

This teacher - Mrs. Courage - 
wus hired by the non-profit An- 
dover school from the Old Colony 
Montessori School in Hingham. A 
graduate of-Boston _ University 
with a bachelor’s degree and 
elementary teaching certificate, 
she first taught a year at a day 
care center in Cambridge. 


She became interested in 
Montessori through one of the 
day care youngsters who attend- 
ved a Montessori in the morning, 
and she went and observed. - 

“It provided a very different 


atmosphere,”’ she says. ‘‘There 


was much more independence on 
the part of the children. It was 
much quicter. There were more 
ground rules.” 

She took a summer course at 
the Ithaca Montessori Training 
School and interned the following 
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Parkas, Sweaters, Booties, 
Vests, Sleeping Bags 
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year at the Kingsford Montessori 
School in l-oxboro. The next year 
she had her own class at 
Kingstord. 
The school here will have 16 
youngsters to start, she says, and 
they hope to have two classes 
beginning next year. Eventually 
the age range will be 2'z to 6, and 
they encourage youngsters to 
stay through kindergarten. 
This year also, Mrs. Courage 
has a Montessori-trained assis- 
tant. Sharon Zarr of Brookline. 


The main thing is the 
manipulative materials, Mrs. 
Courage goes on. They were 
designed by Dr. Maria 
Montessori, the founder, and are 
used all over the world. Their 
primary aim is to develop a 
child's ability to work in- 
dependently, once the teacher 
has taught him to use them.

Writing comes along when a 
child is ready, she goes on. In

In the fall 
vf 1957. the Cardinal and Tit- 
mouse population suddenly grew 
tremendously, and the following 
yeur both species were nesting in 
Massachusetts. 

The number of mockingbirds 
wintering in New England has 
also increased noticeably, 
although later than the surge in 
population of the other two 
species. 

The reasons for the rise in 
numbers are not clear. Some ex- 
perts theorize that the birds are 
attracted to the area because of 
the numbers of bird feeders in 
spreading suburbia, or to the 
warming trend of the New 
Kingland climate. 

Male cardinals are bright red, 
females a warm orange-brown 
with a red bill. Titmice are all 
grey, Both species have crests. 
Mockingbirds are grey birds the 
size of a thin robin, with long 
tails and large white wing 
patches.

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Nitroglycerin Tablet 
Storage Important Factor

Nitroglycerin is the drug com- 
monly used for the treatment of 
intermittent cardiac pain 
‘angina pectoris), and a favorite 
vf dramatic television shows 
where the small white tablets 
have been slipped under the 
tongue of many an old executive. 

Pain is most often brought on 
by exertion or exercise which 
causes the heart to require more 
oxygen-carrying blood. The pain 
may be precipitated by merely 
climbing one or two flights of 
stairs or walking several blocks, 
particularly in colder weather. 
Nitroglycerin relieves the ‘chest 
pain’ by causing more ox- 
ygenated blood to be supplied to 
the heart” muscle itself and by 
decreasing the workload of the 
heart, : 

in addition, the drug is 
desirable because it is easily ad- 
ministered. When a _ patient 
senses the beginning of an 
anginal “attack,” he need only 
place one of the tiny 
‘sublingual tablets under the 
tongue, with relief generally be- 
ing evident within a few minutes. 

llowever, maintenance of un- 
itorm tablet potency is one of the 
chiel problems with 
nitroglycerin, according to Dr. 
Ronald J. Moleski of the Univer- 
sity uf Rhode island College of 
Pharmacy. “it is a very unstable 
druy and unless tablets are 
stored and handled properly by 
the patient, they may lose their 
active ingredient very rapidly 
and become nothing more than 
sugar pills’, he said. 

There are several ways to 
avoid this problem, as well as 
ways of determining if tablets 
have lost their potency. 

Patients should keep their 
tablets in a small glass, airtight 
bottle, preferable one which has 
au screw cap. The tablets should 
also be kept away for heat and 
moisture, since this will also 
cause the drug to be degraded. 
‘Nitroglycerin tablets should not 
be stored in the bathroom 
medicine cabinet, where they 
would constantly be exposed to 
warm, steamy air after baths 
and showers,’ Dr. Moleski said.

“it Is never a guod practice to 
transter any medication from a 
properly labeled, original con- 
luiner to another unlabeled one,”’ 
the assistant professor of phar- 
macy continued. ‘Patients need 
only ask their pharmacist to give 
them a second, properly labeled 
zlass bottle for carrying smaller 
umounts of the tablets with 
them,” 

Potent tablets will cause a bur- 
ning sensation when placed under 
the tongue and many patients 
may experience a throbbing sen- 
sulion or headache after inges- 
tion of a tablet. Should one of 
these signs not vecur, the tablets 
may have lost potency and should 
he discarded and replaced with 
lresh ones. 

Many patients consult 
physicians, complaining of 
worsening angina because their 
pai is unrelieved after taking 
several tablets. Quite often the 
problem has simply been one of 
sub-potent tablets. Proper 
storape and handling of 
nitroglycerin will avoid this and 
will insure maximum benefit of 
the drug.

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Offshore Oil, Gas ‘A Must’ 


The U.S. ‘“‘must move into 
offshore areas’ that offer the 
most promising opportunities for 
new supplies of oil and natural 
gas so the nation can increase its 
domestic production and reduce 
its dependence on foreign coun- 
tries, according to an Andover 
spokesman for the 
Massachusetts Petroleum Coun- 
cil. 

Wayne L. Klahs, of 11 Crescent 
Drive, who was addressing the 
Greater Lawrence Kiwanis Club, 
declared the time to act is now, 
‘before our energy situation and 
dependence on foreign oil 
becomes irreversible."’ One of 
the most promising offshore 
ureas to seek oil is along the 
Atlantic Outer Continental Shelf, 
he said. 

Klahs, who is a district sales 
supervisor for Texaco Inc., 
pointed out that potential OCS 
reserves could provide as much 
as 20 years’ supply of crude oil 
and 35 years’ supply of natural 
gas. The Atlantic OCS, which has 
not yet been explored, may have 
up to 20 billion barrels of oil and 
110 trillion cubic feet of natural 


gas, he added. 

Arguments against the, search 
for oil and natural gas off the 
U.S. coasts were answered by the 
Council representative. One such 
argument is the fear that drilling 
rigs will create what is called 
‘visual pollution’ off the Atlan- 
tic Coast, he said. 

Klahs noted: ‘Based upon pre- 
sent geological and geophysical 
information for Georges Bank off 
Massachusetts, it is unlikely that 
wells will be drilled within 50 
miles of Cape Cod and it would be 
impossible for an individual stan- 
ding on Cape Cod to see or hear a 
drilling rig at that distance.” 

Another argument is that 
offshore drilling will damage one 
of the Atlantic Coast's traditional 
industries - - fishing, Klahs 
stated. Similar fears have been 
dispelled in the Gulf of Mexico 
where there are now some 2,900 
petroleum platforms, he 
declared. Over the past 25 years - 
- a period of rapidly expanding 
drilling activities in that area - - 
the commercial fishing catch has 
steadily increased, he stated. 
“The petroleum industry doesn’t 


claim that offshore drilling 
vperations have improved com- 
mercial fishing,” Klahs noted, 
“but we do claim we haven't 
harmed it.” 

Klahs puinted out the entire ex- 
pluration, drilling and production 
process is carefully tailored to 
meet safety and environmental 
protection standards. ‘‘The plat- 
forms now used in the Gulf of 
Mexico are designed to withstand 
hurricanes; the platforms in 
Alaska’s Cook Inlet easily withs- 
tand ice floes propelled by swift 
currents and 30-foot tides; and 
drilling rigs are being operated 
safely in the North Sea, certainly 
one of the world’s most violent 
und unpredictable bodies of 
water,” he said.

Part of the discipline, is that a 
child is expected to put one thing 
away before he gets something 
else oul 


Another important part of the 
school is the ‘‘practical life’’ 
center, where a child prepares 
for everyday things and learns to 
take care of his environment, 

Various materials help him 
learn to button or tie or spoon or 


polish his shoes.He learns to pour 


and then he takes care of the 
plants. He does sponge squeezing 
exercises and then he scrubs the 
tables or floors or washes dishes. 

A Montessori school is really 
for any child, Mrs. Courage con- 
tends. Maria Montessori, she 
says, first used her concept for 
handicapped children because so 
much of it is very sensorial. They 
improved so fast, that 
Montessori decided that normal 
children could benefit by the 
method also. 

Sometimes Montessori-trained 
youngsters have developed so far 
so young, that people think the 
school is for the exceptionally 
bright. 

The reason, Mrs. Courage ex- 
plains, is that Montessori felt 
children could learn to read 
easier at four than at six.

Rate Rose 
In December 


The Massachusetts economy 
continued to show the effects of 
the national economic recession 
during December, according to 
John D. Crosier, Director of the 
Division of Employment Securi- 
ty. The Bay State’s seasonally 
adjusted unemployment rate 
rose from 9.1 percent in 
November to 9.9 percent in 
December which was generally 
comparable to the national in- 
crease from 6.5 to 7.1 percent. 

Widely scattered declines in 
employment resulted as normal 
seasonal downturns were inten- 
sified by reductions in consumer 
purchases. Altogether, 
Massachusetts employment 
dropped by 15,100 in the month in 
contrast to the moderate rise in 
employment usually experienced 
in December. Christmas hires 
were low in the slumping retail 
industry; construction employ- 
ment was the lowest for any 
December since 1970; and every 
manufacturing industry, except 
ordnance and transportation 
equipment, reported reductions 
from November employment 
levels. Most of the losses in the 
various manufacturing divisions 
were small, however. 

The preliminary December es- 
timate of unemployment at 251,- 
400 persons was the highest for 
any month since the current es- 
timating formula was developed 
in the late 1950’s. Unemployment 
compensation claims in 
December were at an all-time 
record high with 143,773 persons 
receiving regular benefits plus 
20,626 persons receiving extend- 
ed benefits in the survey week 
(December 15-21). In the 1973 
comparable week, 98,107 regular 
claims and 14,700 extended 
claims were filed. 

Developments in the 
Massachusetts economy in the 
past 12 months were mixed. 
While total employment in 
December 1974 was only 3600 
below the year earlier figure, 
manufacturing workforces were 
down by 25,000 persons, prin- 
cipally in food processing, tex- 
tiles and apparel, paper, plastics, 
and rubber products. Employ- 
ment in all other industries was 
up 21,500 despite losses of 8,300 in 
construction, 2,500 in Federal 
government employment, and 2,- 


i 400 (partly strike-related) in 


my transportation, 


communication, 
and utilities industries. 

During the past year the 
number of persons entering the 
labor force in Massachusetts 
grew by 2.4%, substantially more 
than the national growth of 1.8% 
The virtual standstill over the 
year in employment levels, com- 
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labor force, resulted in a rise in 
unemployment from an es- 
timated 183,600 persons or 7.4 
percent in December 1973 to the 
present estimate of 251,400 per- 
sons or 9.9 percent. 

The December unemployment 
rate is preliminary, as are all

Self-Help Funds 


Bound For Treasury 


With Selectman Alan F. 
French opposed, the selectmen 
Monday night went on record as 
favoring the state funds to be 
returned to the town for ac- 
quisition of the Doyle land, be 
applied to the general fund, 
rather than delegating the 
money to the Conservation 
Commission. 

The conservationists general- 
ly have been recipients of the 
self-help funds which are 
provided the town through 
property acquired for conserva- 
tion purposes. 

The Doyle land involves con- 
siderable acreage off. High 
Plain road, for which the town 
appropriated $300,000 at last 
year’s town meeting. The town 
is in the process of formalizing 
and processing the application 
for 50 per cent self-help funds 
which are granted through the 
state Department of Natural 
Resources. 

The self-help funds have, 
since the town appropriated 
$200,000 a few years ago for 
conservation purposes, been 
returned to that account, or at 
least granted from the general 
funds in the amount of reim- 
bursement, for continued land 
acquisition. 

French, an ardent conser- 
vationist, Monday night 
presented the question of dis- 
position of the state funds with 
regard to the Doyle property. 

Mrs. Janet Lake said that she 
felt the money should go to the 
general fund, noting that the 
selectmen, finance committee 
had supported the Doyle land 
acquisition. 

She said that in view of the 
economy, and the need to assist 
in every manner possible in 
keeping the tax rate down, such 
funds would be advantageous in
